Your  police  department  has  been  updated  to  compete  with 
many  larger  towns. 

I  have  been  promoted  from  Acting  Chief  to  Chief  of  Police. 
Officer  Ronald  Streeter  has  replaced  Officer  Joseph  Gifford  and 
has  graduated  from  the  46th  N.H.  PoUce  Academy  held  at  Pease 
Air  Force  Base  in  Portsmouth,  N.H.  Officer  Roland  Martin  has  re- 
placed Officer  Robert  Hunt  and  will  be  attending  the  48th  N.H. 
PoHce  Academy  in  Enfield,  N.H. 

These  well  trained  men,  plus  our  specials  has  enabled  us  to  give

Our  dispatch  center  is  now  equipped  with  a  micro-fiche,  which 
enables  us  to  get  a  N.H.  registration  listing  instantly,  also,  a  big 
asset  in  billing  for  parking  tickets. 

We  received  our  new  cruiser  in  June  and  also,  our  new  radar  in 
July.  We  feel  the  radar  has  been  very  effective  in  slowing  down 
traffic  coming  into  town. 

Throught  the  assistance  of  the  State  PoUce  a  new  administration 
system  has  been  set-up  which  really  updates  our  bookkeeping  and 
records. 

Our  activity  report  is  very  encouraging,  fortunately  there  has 
been  no  major  crime  in  Colebrook  this  year.  We  hope  this  is  due 
to  the  extra  coverage  we  have  given  the  town. 

This  year  has  been  very  satisfying  and  also,  rewarding  to  me.

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REPORT   OF 

DIST.    FOREST    FIRE    CHIEF 

AND    FOREST    FIRE   WARDEN 


Prevention  and  control  of  forest  fires  is  handled  through  a 
cooperative  effort  between  town/city  fire  organizations  and  the 
State  Fire  Service. 

Since  1903,  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by 
our  Legislature,  the  State  Forester  has  appointed  someone  in  each 
municipality  as  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  charged  him  with  the 
responsibility  of  forest  fire  prevention  and  control  within  his 
town/city.  This  person  may  ask  the  State  Forester  to  appoint  as 
many  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  as  may  be  necessary  to  effic- 
iently carry  out  his  charge. 

The  State  Forester  has  divided  the  State  ihto  ten  forest  fire 
districts  with  a  full  time  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  in  each  district. 
The  State  organization  is  charged  with  assisting  the  municipal 
forest  fire  organization  in  any  way  possible. 

State  personnel  conduct  fire  training  schools,  assist  with 
forest  fire  suppression,  fire  cause  investigation,  prosecution  of  fire 
law  violators  and  forest  fire  prevention  programs.  Forest  fire  sup- 
pression equipment  is  purchased  through  State  bulk  purchasing 
ability  and  sold  to  local  forest  fire  organizations  at  one-half  cost. 
Excess  military  property  is  obtained  and  turned  over  to  town/ 
city  fire  departments  at  no  cost  to  local  departments  for  conver- 
sion into  fire  suppression  units.  This  cooperative  arrangement  be- 
tween State  and  municipaUty  has  resulted  in  one  of  the  best  forest 
fire  records  in  the  United  States  with  less  than  one-half  acre  of 
woodland  burned  in  each  fire  reported.

Gentlemen: 

Northern  Coos  Community  Health  Association  continues  to  serve  a 
population  of  5,756  in  the  towns  of  Colebrook,  Columbia,  Errol,  Pit- 
tsburg, Stewartstown,  Clarksville  and  Stratford;  an  area  of  about  850 
square  miles.  Home  visits  by  Agency  personnel  provide  skilled  nursing, 
personal  care,  physical  therapy  and  homemaking  services  to  local  res- 
idents. Efforts  are  made  to  restore  and  maintain  health  and  to  keep 
people  independent  and  in  their  own  homes  whenever  possible. 

Nurses  provide  expectant  parent  classes  and  counseling  and  assist- 
ance to  new  mothers.  Through  the  Bureau  of  Maternal  Child  Health, 
the  Well-Child  Program  is  being  expanded.  Monthly  clinics  are  offer- 
ing physicals,  immunizations  and  a  wide  variety  of  screening  procedures 
at  no  cost.  Local  doctors  will  be  rotating  service  to  the  clinics. 

Adult  blood  pressure  clinics  are  held  monthly  in  Stratford  and 
Pittsburg,  and  twice  monthly  in  Colebrook. 

Northern  Coos  Community  Health  Association  is  governed  by  a 
Board  of  Directors  made  up  of  members  from  each  community.  Rep- 
resenting the  Town  of  Colebrook  on  the  Board  are  Rev.  Leslie  Leavitt, 
Gail  Nugent,  Secretary /Treasurer;  and  Janet  Hicks. 

In  Colebrook  this  year,  Agency  nurses  made  887  skilled  nursing 
visits,  41  visits  to  new  mothers  and  babies,  166  physical  therapy  visits 
and  1,446  visits  by  homemaker/home  health  aides.  Many  preschoolers 
had  physicals  and  immunizations  at  our  clinics.  We  encourage  you  to 
take  advantage  of  our  services  in  the  coming  year.  We  are  concerned 
about  your  good  health.

Gentlemen: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examination  and  audit 
of  the  accounts  of  Ewen  F.  Vaughn,  Tax  Collector  of  the  Town  of 
Colebrook,  which  was  made  by  this  Division  in  accordance  with  your 
request.   The  examination  covered  the  period  from  January  1,  1973 
to  October  4,  1976. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  presented  to  us  by  the  Tax  Collector 
for  examination  were  limited  to  the  1976  Cash  Receipts  Journal  and 
copies  of  the  Tax  Collector's  reports  as  reflected  in  the  annual  Town 
Reports. 

Blotter  books,  from  which  the  information  needed  to  prepare 
the  property  tax  warrants  is  elicited,  were  footed  and  agreed  with 
the  total  amount  committed  to  the  Tax  Collector  for  the  years 
1972,  1973,  1974  and  1975. 

Remittances  to  the  Treasurer  as  indicated  in  the  accompanying 
exhibits  were  verified  by  reference  to  the  Treasurer's  records. 

Prior  to  our  arrival,  all  abatements  were  effected  by  a  town 
drawn  check  to  the  Tax  Collector,  and  hence  are  automatically  in- 
cluded in  the  remittances  to  the  Treasurer.    Utilization  of  this  method 
prevents  the  appearance  of  abatements  in  the  Collector's  recon- 
ciliation of  warrants  at  the  close  of  the  year.    However,  the  summary 
of  warrants  as  presented  in  the  annual  town  reports  for  the  period 
under  audit  disclose  abatements  totaling  $5,093.51,  detailed  as 
follows:

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Exhibits  E,  F,  G  and  H  (Summaries  of  Tax  Sale  Accounts)  were 
prepared  from  information  available  in  the  offices  of  the  Selectmen  and 
the  Register  of  Deeds.  Adding  machine  tapes  of  1975  property  tax 
collections,  provided  by  the  Town  Auditors,  were  traced  to  the  1975 
blotter  book,  and  payments  recorded  on  the  1976  cash  receipts 
journal  were  posted  to  the  resulting  lists. 

Listing  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes,  showing  individual 
names  and  amounts,  as  of  October  4,  1976,  could  be  reconstructed 
only  for  the  following:

Verification  of  the  above  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes 
was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  on 
said  listings.  The  return  of  some  of  the  notices  disclosed  that  a  total 
of  $6,406.39,  representing  1975  property  taxes,  was  collected  by 
the  Collector  but  not  remitted  to  the  Treasurer, 

The  remaining  uncollected  taxes  as  of  October  4,  1976  (Exhibit 
D)  are  the  result  of  mathematical  computation  and  are  without 
supportive  data.  These  are  as  follows:
